THE LIVE STOCK TRADE.

IMPORTANT PROPOSAL. 


The Times observes in a leading article 
General Smuts’s frank and powerfal speech on 
the European situation deserve} a wider 
audience than his immediate hosts at the 
South African dinner. We report. it fully 
this morning in the belief that it will be wel- 

by very many in this- country with a 
sense of relief and even of reviving hope. 
The shadow of ruin is darkening over Europe 
and the gloom is penetrating our own still 
ordered life. Throughout the country there 
is an uneasiness and anxiety that demands to 
hear from some authoritative voice an exact 
defihition of the state in which we live, and 
more especially some hope of an escape from 
it. General Smuts has the double advantage 
of responsibility and detachment. He is a 
great statesman of the Empire; and he was 
able to remind us yesterday of the singularly 
privileged position which the British Common- 
wealth of Nations still enjoys in relation to 
the European conflict. 

In the light of what has gone before, the 
proposal which he advances as a ‘possible 
remedy has the appearance, not of a desperate 

itical expedient,’ but of a coutageots effort 
of will. He proposes a general Conference of 
all the interested Powers, a Conférence dis- 
tinct from all the futile gatherings that have 
blurred the peace, a Conference of, perhaps, 
greater significance than the Treaty of Ver- 
saiiles itself. Of the possibility of such a 
Conference, General Smuts apoke ‘with ‘some 
confidence. He said that negotiations were 
afoot to bring it about, and predicted that 
in his opinion, even if some Powers refused to 
participate, the others would meet and deal 
with the situation to the best of their ability. 
"Here then is a bold and yet cautious indica- 
tion of a possible way out. The practical

DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE, 

Dr. Goulding gave the results. of a post- 
— examination carried out by him on the 

v. 

There was an entrance wound in the left 
ear, he said, and a corresponding exit on 
the right side of the head. There were two 
entrance wounds in the left temple, and corre. 
sponding exit wounds in the right. Any of 
those wounds would be sufficient to cause 
death. There was extensive fracture of the 
vault of the skull. The bones of the left arm 
were fractured above the wrist, and there 
were only à few teeth left in the upper and 
lower jaws. He came to the conclusion that 
the teeth had not been removed by violence; 
the teeth themselves were perfect. He could 
not give any opinion as to whether the body 
had been immersed in water. : 

Dr. O'Kelly, pathologist, told the jury that 
the shots must have been fired at very close 
range. He associated the fracture of the 
skull with the entrance and exit wounds, the 
latter having deepened the fracture. He 
agreed with the last witness that anyone of 
the three wounds would have been sufficient 
to cause death. He also agreed that the teeth 
had not been knocked out by violence, From 
the ition of the body, and particularly a 
small concave piece of skull, to which hair 
adhered, he came to the conclusion that the 
body -could not have been brought there after 
immersion in water. It would have required 
reat care and trouble to place, not alone the 
bead, but the piece of skull in their exact posi 
tion. Lying in a gripe, exposed to wind and 
rain, would account for -the.rapid decomposi- 
on of the body. A thing that also helped 
bcomposition was that birds, animals—rats, 
ad possibly a dog—attacked the flesh. A 
dog shaking and worrying the jaw-bone would 
acount for the scattering of the teeth. 

Replying to Captain Redmond, witness said 
that it was extremely difficult to form an 
opinion as to whether the body had been im- 
mersed in water. The bones, so far as he 
could see, did not bear any marks of animals’ 
teeth. 

Answering Mr. Lynn, witness said that the 
decomposition exceeded what might be er- 
pected in three months.

Latterly 
even that number was reduced, and, Ns 
officers, clerical staff, drivers, etc., the actua 
detective force did not exceed forty. 

It is generally admitted that the C. I. D.

A new detective organisation, it says, 
“is being formed. It will be known as the 
Detective Branch of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, will be under the supervision and 
general control of the Chief Commissioner, 
and. it is hoped, will form the nucleus of a 
really up-to-date detective department, 
specially trained in the prevention and de- 
tection of crime in the capital or elsewhere in 
the Saorstat. The new branch will be in the 
immediate charge of a distinguished Army 
officer, Colonel David Neligan, who formerly 
served in the Detective Division of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, and is at present Director 
of Army Intelligence. He will hold the rank 
of Chief Superintendent. Captain Ennis, of 
Oriel House, will hold the rank of Superin- 
tendent, Captain Moynihan returning to the 
Post Office, on whose permanent establishment 
he is borne. Superintendents Kinsella and 
O'Driscoll. of Oriel House, will be given the 
rank of Inspector, and five other officers of 
Oriel House will get the rank of sergeant, and 
about twenty-six men will be taken into the 
new branch in the rank of constable. In view 
of their past services in the Irish Volunteers 
and Oriel House, all these specially selected 
officers and men are being taken into the new 
force irrespective of the ordinary regulations 
as regards age, physical qualifications,. etc. 

“The balance of the Detective Branch will 
consist of the existing Dublin Metropolitan 
police detectives who are not retiring under 
Article X. of the Treaty. Two sergeants will 
be promoted to the rank of Inspector, and 
there will be several promotions from con- 
stable rank to that of sergeant. 

For such of the Oriel House men as cannot 
be fitted into the new scheme efforts are being 
made to provide employment. Any of them 
who are suitable for the uniform branch of 
the police forces will be given every possible 
chance to join. Those who are being imme- 
diately disbanded are being given four weeks’ 


to confront so courageously the trials and 
tragedies of the last few years. 

o the members of that House the death of 
Thomas MacPartlin came with even a more 
intimate appeal.

It was the first vacancy in the ranks of the 
senators, who, in Senator MacPartlin, had lost 
a personal friend. He was unquestionably a 
transparently honest man, who had the welfare 
oi his country as a whole most strongly at heart. 
Mr. e death would be an unques- 
tionable loss to the honourable body to which 
he béionged. More „ * would bis un- 
expected death be felt by their esteemed 
President, who was bearing so bravely the 
burden of the administration of the country. 

He moved the following resolution: — That 
this House desires to place on record its pro- 
found sorrow for the deaths of Deputy Cos- 
grave and Senator McPartlin, as well as its 
sense of the great loss thereby occasioned to 
the Dail, the Seanad, our city and country. 
It offers to the President and other members 
of the deputy’s family, and to the widow and 
children of our colleague its sincere sympathy 
in their sudden and sad bereavement.” 

Mr. O'Farrell (Labour) seconded the resolu- 
tion, and said that his short personal friend- 
ship with Deputy Cosgrave brought many 
pleasant memories, mingled with feelings of 
respect and admiration for one whose life work 
was characterised by deeds rather than. by 
words. Only those intimately associated with 
Senator MacPartlin could fully realise the ex- 
tent of the loss that the Labour movement.

ARGENTINA AND CHILE. 

The depreciation of currency and dis- 


turbed exchange markets have a most 
adverse effect upon international trade 
relations. It must be borne in mind; 


moreover, that Argentina and also Chile, 
where even to-day a very 


large pro- 
portion oí our business is transacted, have to 


pe funds, not only to pay for imports, 
ut also by reason of their external indebted- 
uess to provide for the service of foreign 


loans as well as interest and dividends on 
their foreign owned railways. The decline 


in the exchange value of the currencies in 
these two republics has, therefore, been very 
detrimental! to their trade and p rity, wit 


the inevitable result that banking business has 


been less remunerative than previously. It 
it to be hoped that the countriés where we 


work will persist in their endeavours to 
balance their budgets without recourse to 


excessive borrowing abroad. One encouraging 
feature of the situation is advantage 
which has accrued to Great Britain as a 
result of the course pursued in imposing and 
submitting to taxation—which has been, to 
say the least, very onerous—in order to make 
a reasonable contribution towards the cost of 
the war. While this taxation must neces- 
sarily be regarded as a very heavy burden 
on the community, it has had the eminently 
satisfactory effect of maintaining our exchange 
during 1922 at a discount of only about 9 
per cent. in relation to that of the cnly 
country in which the free movement of gold 
is permitted—namely, the United States. 
FUNDING OF U.S. DEBT. 

An outstanding event of the year, and one 
which has done more towards the maintenance 
of our leading financial and economic position 
than any other since the termination of the 
war, has been the funding of our enormous 
debt to the United States, the formal agree- 
ment for which was signed in Washington 
on 19th June last. Our readinoss to provide 
for the service of this debt has been loudly 


applauded in the United States, and, indeed, 


universally, and this evidence of integrity has 


‘been held up as an example to other debtor 


nations. It is generally admitted that, by 
thus maintaining that any British commit- 
ments would be fully met regardless of the 
question of collecting the amounts due to us 
from other countries, we have enbanced in -no 


small measure our. credit and prestige through- 
out the world, and the outcome will, doubt 


less, be that international trade will in the 
future pass through om hands in the same 


full, or even greater, measure than has been 


the case in the past. In addition to this 


sentimental effect, we have derived consider- 
able practical benefit from the redaced cost 


of providing for the service of our debt by 


reason of the much lessened depreciation in 
the value of the £ sterling as represented in 
United States dollars,

will deal with the question of depreciation of 
capital. This item stands in our own balance 
sheet at £326,405. in addition to the provision 
already made, and the British Bank of South 
America, Ltd.,-also has a depreciation of some 
£489,238. Now this question is one which, 
as a matter of principle, is generally regarded 
—and we do so regard it—as being one that 
should not be dealt with year by year, because 
it is of a very fluctuating kind, and to adjust 
it would completely alter the whole aspect of 
our balance sheet and rent you from being 
able to gauge the actual results of our banking 
operations. In the meantime, it is, we think. 
satisfactory to know that against the total 
depreciation which I have mentioned 
we have a reserve fund of £4,000,000; so that 
in what I believe is the unlikely event of the 
exchanges remaining at their present low 
levels a transfer necessary to provide for the 
whole of the deficiency would still leave us 
with a reserve of over 23,000,000, which 
would be very substantial in proportion to our 
paid-up capital. (Hear, hear.) 

In the profit and loss account you will find 
that the gross profits, after making all pro- 
visions for bad and doubtful debts, amount to 
£1,800,000, a decrease of £350,000, whilst. the 
expenses. are £100,000 down at £1,010,000. 
The question of reducing the expenses has 
always had our careful attention, and if is to 
be noted that during the year ended June, 
1922, a reduction of £167,000 was effected, 
followed in the past financial year by the 
further £100,000 which I have just mentioned. 
Although it is true that part of this reduction 
is due to low rates of exchange, much of it is 
due to real economies effec in difficult cir- 
cumstances, because a very considerable 

ion of our charges consists of salaries; and 
in these days, when the cost of living has 
ceased to fall, and, indeed, is even rising 
slightly, it is not feasible to make great re- 
ductions and at the same time maintain 
efhcienc.'. (Hear, hear.) An item that largely 
absorbs our profits is taxation, and, whilst the 
tax paid in England is £271,000, I may men- 
tion that, including taxation abroad, we have 
actually paid during the year almost precisely 
the same sum as we are able to allocate to 
our shareholders for dividend. When I spoke 
to you last year | the hope that we 
should find some relief in this respect, and 
since then the corporation profits tax has been 
reduced by one-half, whilst there has been a 
slight decrease in the income tax. We can 
only hope for some further modification, but I 
fear that we must not look for any serious 
reduction for some time. 

THE DIVIDEND. 

We propose to pay a final dividend at the 
rate of 4 per cent., making a total of 10 per 
cent. for the year, as compared with 12 per 
cent. last year. I can only tell you that it is 
with infinite regret that we have felt our- 
selves compelled, as prudent 8, to ask 
you to accept this lower rate. The importance
